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Australia’s North-West Gets a ‘New Look’ 


In this article the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Western Australia, Mr. J. D. Leithead, reviews the 
opportunities for British exporters in various development schernes to establish new industries and rehabilitate old 


ones in @ vast area of some 600,000 square miles. 


N WESTERN AUSTRALIA the expression ‘the North’ is a gerieral 

term which refers to the North-West and the Kimberley regions 

of the State. There is no clear outline of demarcation, but the whole 
of the area in Western Australia north of the 28th parallel of latitude 
may be said to be the area covered by the North-West and the Kim- 
berleys. This is a vast area that covers approximately 600,000 square 
miles of the total area of Western Australia, which is nearly one 
million square miles. 


The population of this area is small and in round figures could be 
stated at 15,000 excluding full-blood aborigines, the greatest concen- 
trations being at the several ports. The climate varies from dry and 
hot in the Gascoyne and Pilbara regions to semi-tropical in the Kim- 
berleys. The heavy summer rains in the Kimberleys are reliable and 
these cause a series of rivers to flow in volume, usually flooding the 
fertile plains. The flow of the rivers in the lower parts such as the 
Gascoyne and Pilbara areas is less reliable and is largely dependent 
on cyclonic conditions. 

In the past ‘the North’ has been allowed to follow a fairly steady 
pattern of existence based mainly on pastoral pursuits. However, all 
this is changing and there is a current drive to introduce well con- 
ceived development schemes and scientific pastoral methods. 


The three main lines of attack for developing ‘the North’ at the 

present time are: 

(a) harnessing the rivers of the Kimberleys for purposes of irriga- 
tion and agriculture, 

(b) up-grading the pastoral industry in the Kimberleys and in the 
Gascoyne and Pilbara areas through more scientific methods 
of animal husbandry and pasture management, 

(c) exploration and development of the mineral wealth of the several 
areas and particularly of the Pilbara district. 


As a first step the State Government has made a programme for 
improving transportation. This provides for surveys by overseas 
consultants to determine where best to place deep water ports on the 
west coast and for a steady improvement of the road system, both 
along the coast and into the hinterland from the ports. 

The northern part of the State is already served by a shipping 
service operating from Fremantle to Darwin in the Northern Terri- 
tory, but the service is limited by the tidal range at ports, such as 
Derby, where ships must sit on the sea bed when the tide is out. This 
restricts the size and type of overseas ships that can come direct to 


the ports — except at Wyndham in the extreme north. It is, however, 
the objective of the State Government to have a series of deep water 
ports where ships of at least 10,000 tons can freely come from and go 


to the world’s markets without having to rely on transhipment at 
Fremantle or other ports. 


Ord River Project 


The most spectacular development in this region 
Ord River in the East Kimberleys — a river which 
million cusecs when in flood ing the wet season 
selected for a dam which will hold 3-5 million acre 
for the time being the project is being tested through the construction 
of a diversion dam about 30 miles d from the main dam 
site. The ultimate project envisages the irrigation of up to 200,000 
acres of fertile plains and the generation of hydro-electric power, but 
for the time being the project is being limited to the irrigation of an 
area of approximately 15,000 acres based on the diversion dam. 

The diversion dam is expected to take three years to complete and 
farming is being planned over a period of three to five years so that 
at the end of this time the State Government will be armed with data 
on the merits of the proposals for irrigation and agriculture. The 
diversion scheme will cost about £A4 million, and it is estimated that

being carefully planned and follows many years of research at the 
Kimberley Research Station. 





Australia as a special grant for approved projects in the area north of 
the 20th parallel of latitude and this in effect means the Kimberleys. 
One half of the grant has been approved for a deep water port at 
Black Rocks (near Derby), for a survey of Napier-Broome Bay and 
also for extensions to Wyndham jetty. The Black Rocks proposal is 
subject to examination by consultants and an alternative site may 
eventually be recommended; the survey of the Napier-Broome Bay 
has yet to be commenced but the Wyndham jetty extensions are riearly 
complete. The other half of the grant has been ved for the Ord 
River diversion dam project — any costs over £A2-5 million will be 
the responsibility of the State Government. 


Agriculture 


The Ord River scheme marks the commencement of the first serious 
attempt on a large scale to bring about closer settlement in this area 
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through agriculture. In the area of the diversion scheme the emphasis 
will be initially on growing rice, safflower and linseed, but it is the 
intention of the State Government to accelerate research and farming 
experience with a cotton which can be mechanically harvested. 
Experiments have demonstrated that sugar can be grown but, in 
view of the market difficulties and the well established sugar industry 
in Queensland, the State Government does not intend to proceed with 
sugar until either other uses for it are found or the world demand 
increases. 

Apart from the agricultural aspect of the venture, action is being 
taken to help to make living conditions more attractive to Europeans. 
Present indications are that there will be no shortage of applicants for 
jand once the main scheme proceeds. 


The area is served by a deep water port at Wyndham capable of 
taking two 10,000 ton vessels; this port also serves the local meatworks 
and, incidentally, i is close to the South East Asian countries. 


In conjunction with the State Government a rice growing project 
has been developed in the West Kimberleys by a farming company 
with irrigation experience on the Murrumbridgee River, New South 
Wales. Although this project primarily is a commercial venture it 
will show the practicability of irrigated farming on the western side 
of the Kimberleys where there are several rivers which can lend them- 
selves to water conservation and irrigation. 


Five-Year Land Programme 


Another project about to be undertaken by the State Government in 
the catchment area of the Ord River scheme is a five-year programme 
for the regeneration of 750,000 acres of eroded land. Experiments 
to date have produced quite ‘dramatic results in pasture rehabilitation 
and it is estimated by the State Department of Agriculture that it may 
be practicable to use the rehabilitated area at the end of the five-year 
programme. If it could be demonstrated that the areas were capable 
of being actively and quickly rehabilitated and that an economic unit 
for a pastoral property using modern methods of pasture management 
were about 200,000 acres, a revolutionary change in the economics of 
the pastoral industry might well ensue. 


Beef catttle is the main product of the pastoral industry in the 
Kimberleys, although there are also sheep in that area. The East 
Kimberleys have the benefit of the large Wyndham meatworks, and 
no export of cattle on the hoof takes place from Wyndham port. In the 
West Kimberleys there is a small meatworks at Broome and a meat 
processing works at Derby, the latter relying for supplies on an airbeef 
inland killing scheme at Glenroy. If the turnoff of cattle from the 
Kimberley pastoral industry is to be appreciably increased, it is be- 
coming apparent that a substantial meatworks will have to be estab- 
lished on the west coast of the Kimberleys — there is a limit to the 
amount of cattle that can be exported on the hoof, either to the southern 
part of the State or to other parts of the world, and this accentuates the 
need for a large modern meatworks in order to increase overseas and 
home market shipments. 


Agricultural science is also playing its part in the Gascoyne and 
Pilbara areas (mainly sheep properties). The State Government is 
planning a rehabilitation programme for the pastoral industry in those 
areas and is using new techniques for controlled grazing under low 
rainfall conditions. The rehabilitation of these areas will undoubtedly 
take time and patience, but it is estimated by the State Government 
that the productivity of the Pilbara and Gascoyne pastoral industry 
can be increased at least three times if modern scientific methods and 
control of vermin (kangaroos, euros, etc.), are practised. 


An interesting agricultural development has been undertaken at 
Carnarvon, 600 miles north of the State’s capital city, Perth. Here a 
banana industry has been established for many years, the water used 
for irrigation being pumped from the sandbed of the Gascoyne River 
which contains a unique pool of fresh water. There has also been a 
steady expansion of market gardening in this area where high quality 
beans, tomatoes, etc., are produced at a time of the year when they are 
in good demand both in the Western Australian and Eastern States 
markets. Unfortunately the Gascoyne River does not lend itself 
readily to conservation and for long periods it does not flow. However, 
the storage in the bed of the river permits a fairly constant draw and 
it is only at the end of long dry spells that real difficulties are experi- 
enced. The State Government has engaged the services of an expert 
to advise on the best method of using the resources of the river and a 
form of water control has been introduced.

Mineral Wealth 


The main mineral wealth of ‘the North’ is considered to be in the 
Pilbara area. However, large-scale exploration might prove that other 
areas are equally valuable. 

An iron ore deposit is being worked at Yampi Sound off the west 
coast of the Kimberleys where Broken Hill Pty. Co. Ltd., is mining 
ore on Cockatoo Island for shipment to Eastern Australia, and a neigh- 
bouring island called Koolan is about to be developed at an estimated 
cost of more than £A6 million. Iron ore, manganese, blue and white 
asbestos, beryl and copper are among the minerals to be found, but 
most of these need mining on a large scale. If exploration proved that 
the deposits were as substantial as they are thought to be, exploitation 
of the mineral wealth could be the means of increasing the population, 
particularly in the more arid regions. With such development other 
improvements in amenities, transportation and the like would follow — 
the blue asbestos mine of Australian Blue Asbestos Ltd., at Witte- 
noom, a thriving inland town, is a demonstration of this. 


Oil, Pearls and Whales 


Oil exploration continues in ‘the North’ but the exploration pro- 
gramme has yet to produce positive results following the remarkable 
discovery of oil in the first hole drilled at Exmouth Gulf which un- 
fortunately did not produce commercial quantities. 

There are other industries in ‘the North’ such as fishing and pearling. 
Broome is still the home of the pearling industry and in more recent 
times there has been the development of a cultured pearl industry at 
Kuri Bay. Also the Nor’-West Whaling Co. Ltd., operates from 
Carnarvon and has a seasonal quota of 750 whales. 

The area is dependent on air services for quick communication 
and the recent introduction of a Fokker ‘Friendship’ aircraft to supple- 
ment the regular DC.3 services has been a most welcome addition 
to the fleet. More modern aircraft are becoming essential because of the 
vastness of the distances but the increased speed and airfield require- 
ments of such aircraft present problems. An important feature of 
any air service operating in ‘the North’ must be the ability to land 
aeroplanes at station airstrips and to undertake diversion flights. An 
outstanding use of aircraft there has been the Flying Doctor Service, 
which has completely revolutionized the medical services in the area 
and has brought a sense of security to people who might otherwise 
be many miles or perhaps days away from expert medical treatment. 


Opportunities for Exporters 


It can be said that the whole of ‘the North’ is being given a ‘new 
look.’ All these developments may well provide export opportunities 
for United Kingdom manufacturers. Special mention may be made of 
possible port developments — involving dredging machinery; of 
agricultural projects — involving equipment to process rice, safflower, 
linseed, cotton, etc.; of the expansion of the cattle industry — involving 
additional abattoirs and meat processing plant; and of the Koolan 
Island iron ore project for which such items as dump trucks, shovels 
and diesel electric power plant will be needed. There will also doubt- 
less be a demand by the local airline for further aeroplanes in order to 
meet the increasing traffic requirements. Although tenders have 
already been called for the Ord River diversion dam, at a later date 
there may, of course, be the construction on this river of a main dam 
and of a hydro-electric power station.

WOMEN’S FASHION WEAR EXPORTS 
July 29, 1960 





Dear Sir, 


We have noted the report as regards exports of clothing in the 
special supplement of the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960. 


As regards women’s fashion wear, specifically, we have noted a 
generally continuing increase each year since our export drive 
started in November, 1957. Where reductions took place in 1958 
in certain sections (which was a difficult year internationally for 
textiles), the 1959 figures show some measure of recovery. 


Your observations however, may give the impression that the | 
clothing industry is not doing as well as it should, especially as the 
figures quoted are taken from the Trade and Navigations Returns 
which do not take account of goods sent overseas by parcel post. 
Fashion merchandise is often despatched this way and if it were 
possible to obtain figures from the Post Office, they would we think 
also show an increase in the export trade of the industry. 


As you know, we have continued our export promotion efforts 
under the title ‘London Presents’ and we issue twice-yearly some 
5,000 brochures to overseas shops and stores throughout the world. 
These brochures, which are illustrated, contain valuable information 
on the range of fashion wear which Britain can offer. In addition, 
we regularly organize twice-yearly fashion parades which are held 
in the special surroundings necessary for such events. 


For the Spring Season 1961, these parades will be presented at 
Quaglino’s, Bury Street, London, W.1, on November 10 and advance 
notice is being sent to overseas buyers. November is being presented 
as the ‘Seventh British Fashion Export Selling Month.’ 


A further analysis of the figures for 1959 in respect of particular 
merchandise shows increases to both European and North American 
markets. 


One of the points which have been raised currently is the question 
of incentives, and we hope that publication of this letter by you will 
assist our own and the country’s efforts since news of success is 
one incentive which may stimulate non-exporters.

BUTTER CONSUMPTION 


August 9, 1960, 

Dear Sir, 
The figures in your issue of July 29 do not make the position 
clear. Less butter was eaten in 1959 than in 1958 simply because less 
was available. We ate all there was and would have eaten more if we © 
had had it. 


The extremely dry summer of 1959 was the cause of the tem- 

rary shortage. Several European countries, notably Germany and 
Frenea, which in ordinary years are largely self-sufficient, 
themselves so short that they had to seek for butter from countries 
which supply the United Kingdom. One or two other European 
countries that usually send us some butter were unable to export 


any at all.

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EFTA (Origin of Goods) (Amendment No. 2) 
Regulations, 1960 


THE EUROPEAN Free I'rade Association (Origin of Goods) (Amend- 
ment No. 2) opel 1960, published on August 11, 1960, 
(S.I. 1960 No. 1422) amend the European Free Trade Association 
(Origin of Goods) Regulations 1960 (S.I. 1960 No. 780) by adding 
‘neutral potassium carbonate, anhydrous’ to the goods listed in the 
Third Schedule. Copies are available from H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 2d. (by post 4d.). 


The effect of this amendment is that, for the purpose of determining 
the origin of goods produced from this material in the area of the 
EFTA, the material will be regareed as itself of area origin even if it 
had been imported from outside the area. This change came into 
force on August 17 and corresponds to a decision by the Member 
countries of EFTA on July 27 to add neutral potassium carbonate, 
anhydrous to the Basic Materials List (Schedule III of Annex B to 
Article 4 of the Stockholm Convention). This Schedule is printed 
in the Board of Trade publication ‘European Free Trade Association — 
Compendium for the Use of Exporters’ — available from H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 7s. An amendment to the Compendium will 
be issued shortly. 


The European Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) Regula- 
tions, 1960, and the European Free Trade Association (Origin of 
Goods) (Amendment) Regulations, 1960, which gave effect to the 
provisions of the Stockholm Convention for determining eligibility 
for Area tariff treatment (Article 4, Annex B and Schedules I to III 
to Annex B), were published in the Board of Trade Journal of May 6, 
1960 (page 966), and July 1, 1960 (page 4), respectively.

Anglo-German Talks Communique 


THE FOLLOWING communique was issued at the end of Mr. 
Macmillan’s two-day visit to Bonn: 


At the invitation of the Federal Chancellor, the British Prime 
Minister Mr. Harold Macmillan and Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Lord Home, visited Bonn on August 10 and 11. 


They were accompanied by Sir Evelyn Shuckburgh, Under Secre- 
tary in Charge of European Questions in the Foreign Office, and Sir 
Roderick Barclay, Adviser on European Economic Affairs. This visit 
continued the series of meetings which have taken place on several 
occasions during last few years. 


During the talks which the British Ministers had with the Federal 
Chancellor and with the Federal Foreign Minister, Herr Von Brentano, 
they raised in a frank and friendly manner all the important questions 
of common concern to the two countries. 


The two heads of Government attach particular importance to this 
meeting because the latest developments in the international situation 
make the close co-operation of the free world essential. They found 
themselves in full agreement in the broad objectives to be followed 
in the interest of Europe and the free world. 


They agreed that it is essential in the interests of European unity 
that a solution should be found of problems arising from the existence 
of two economic groups in Europe. They undertook to study in 
co-operation with their respective partners all possible solutions of 
these problems and to exchange ideas. 


Both Governments see in the unity of free nations and the peace 
of the world the overriding objectives to which the solution of the 
other problems should contribute. 
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British Display in Damascus 


THE BOARD OF TRADE has sponsored a collective British display 
in the International Trade Fair, Damascus, which opened on August 
15, until September 10. 

The Board has taken over a pavilion covering 10,000 square feet 
for the occasion and has divided most of the display space between 
13 private exhibitors, mainly agents, who will be showing British 
products ‘including tractors, agricultural equipment and materials, 
cars, men’s clothing, whisky, contractors’ equipment and tools. There 
will also be a B.O.A.C. display. 

An official exhibit in the pavilion will project Britain’s contribution 
to transport and communications. It will include models of the 
Hovercraft, the Fairey Rotodyne vertical take-off plane and a motor- 
way coach. A small cinema just outside the pavilion will show British 
industrial promotion films. 

The shell stand scheme in the pavilion and the official display 
have been designed and erected by the Central Office of Information. 
The British Embassy in Beirut will staff the official exhibit and an 
official inquiry counter in the pavilion. 

The Damascus International Trade Fair is the premier annual 
trade event in the United Arab Republic. 


C.B.M.P.E. Mission to Argentina and Chile 


THE REPORT of the Exploratory Mission to the Argentine and 
Chile has been published by the Council of British Manufacturers 
of Petroleum Equipment. The terms of reference of the C.B.M.P.E. 
Mission to the Argentine and Chile were: 

(1) To introduce the potential of the British petroleum equipment 
industry to the state-owned oil industries of the Argentine 
and Chile and to the oil companies operating there. 

(2) To investigate thoroughly the opportunities available in the 
category of capital goods. 

(3) To discuss the possibilities of credit facilities if these were 
required. 

Twelve days were spent in the Argentine and four days in Chile 
carrying out a programme of visits, consultations and fact finding 
sessions. The four members of the Mission worked together as a 
team but sometimes split up to keep simultaneous appointments. 
Two members — fluent Spanish. Consequently there was at no 
time any language difficulty. The findings of the Mission, whether 
opinion or fact, could not always be checked. 

An introduction to the Report states that the work of the Mission 
was greatly facilitated by the assistance of the British Embassy of 
both Chile and the Argentine and of the Board of Trade. Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, took a personal interest in 
the work of the Mission, which was also particularly assisted by the 
valuable co-operation of Mr. Dalton, Head of the Purchasing Com- 
mission in London of Yacimientos Petroliferos Fiscales, the Argentine 
State oil company, and Mr. E. J. Seward, Chairman of the British 
Chamber of Commerce in the Argentine. 

The Mission is further indebted to executives and the officials of 
many companies already paying a part in the oil industries of Chile 
and the Argentine. Before the Mission left, members were cordially 
received and materially helped by both the Argentinian and Chilean 
Ambassadors in London.

Simpler Form-filling for Travellers 


THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT announced on August 15 that they 
are to introduce a scheme to collect some limited information from 
holders of British passports who enter and leave on long sea and air 
routes (to and from non-European countries). 


The information will be collected on simple cards and will show how 
many migrants or tourists or business visitors are moving in each 
direction, which will be helpful for estimates of the balance of pay- 
ments, and will also give more information about migration to and 
from this country than is available at present. 


For travellers by sea this simplified scheme will take the place of 
long-standing arrangements for requiring information from passengers 
which have proved burdensome to the shipping companies. The 
introduction of the new scheme for air passengers will be discussed 
with the air lines.

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NEW TYPE OF 
BRITISH TRAWLER 
FOR BERGEN FAIR 


At THE INVITATION of the Norwegian Government, a new British 
design in fishing trawlers is to be featured at the Bergen Fisheries 
Fair which opens on August 25 until September 11. The vessel — 
Universal Star, built by Seawork Ltd. in conjunction with their 
consultants and naval architects Burness, Corlett and Partners Ltd., 
and the managing owners Walker Steam Trawling Fishing Co. Ltd., 
with the a of the White Fish Authority —- embodies a new 
method of ship construction and a new method of trawling. While at 
Bergen, the vessel is to be visited by King Olav. The costs of the 
Universal Star’s visit to the Fair are being shared among the 31 firms 
who have supplied equipment and materials for her construction, 
which as an official of the builders pointed out ‘is a notable co-operative 
4chievement on the part of British industry.’ 


‘Universal Star is basically experimental and may be considered as 
a prototype for future development and improvement towards a 
medium sized trawler capable of fishing on an economic basis and with 
a catching. capacity equivalent if not greater than, the larger type of 
conventional ‘side’ trawler. The vessel has been built on hydroconic 
lines — single curvature plates instead of the double curvature plates 
normally used in shipbuilding-and incorporates the McGregor 
5 ci al system. of stern trawling operated by hydraulic power. 

. It is claimed that the McGregor ‘Unigan’ method of stern travling 
aakiae the vessel to operate in the worst weather conditions without 
loss of fishing time; relieves the crew of physical hardship by intro- 
ducing mechanical or semi-mechanical methods of handling gear. 
This Doce with the greater weather protection reduces the hazards 
to the crew. 











After a preliminary design had been exhaustively tested by scale 
models and tank tests it was decided to build the ship to the following 
dimensions — length overall 104 ft. 3 ins.; length registered 90 ft.; 
length B.P. 87 ft. 9 ins.; breadth moulded 25 ft. 3 ins.; depth moulded 
13 ft. 9 ins. The vessel has twin screw propulsion for manoeuvrability, 
protected by twin rudders to eliminate any possibility of fouling the 
gear. The U-shaped stern gantry works through an arc of 90 degrees 
in conjunction with a stern bulwark also hydraulically operated for 
shooting the gear. 

The keel of the all-welded steel hull was laid in June 1959 at 
Seawork’s associated shipyard, T. Mitchison Ltd., Gateshead-on- 
Tyne, and by reason of the speed of construction allowed by the 
hydroconic system, trials were run during November 1959. Since that 
time Universal Star has undertaken experimental voyages, under the 
direction of the White Fish Authority, to most fishing grounds around 
the United Kingdom coast and the Faroes. 


The completed vessel has a fully insulated fibreglass and aluminium 
fish room of 5,500 cubic feet, and is 242 gross tons with a service 
speed of 11:25 knots. There is accommodation for a crew of 14. 

The vessel throughout is all-welded and built to Lloyd’s highest 
classification ‘100 Al for trawlers’, the entire tonnage of steel required 
being from the mills of the Consett Iron Co. 


It has been agreed with Burness, Corlett and Partners Ltd., to 
licence A/S Seutelvens Verksted, Fredrikstad in association with 
Eivind Koch A/S, Oslo for the construction of the hydroconic type 
vessel in Norway and also with market franchise for the remainder of 
Scandinavia — including Finland. 





New Chairman of 
Gouncil of Institute 
of Export 





Mr. DOUGLAS E. GRAHAM 
is the new chairman of the 
Council of the Institute of Ex- 
port. Mr. Graham, after an 
indentured apprenticeship to en- 
gineering, spent three years in 
New Zealand and Australia and 
then went to Malaya where he undertook a number of big installa- 
tions. 

In 1933 he went to India in connection with the establishment of 





manufacturing arrangements which were later put into effect. In 
1939 he was concerned with the establishment of factories for the 
Ministry of Supply which were equipped and run by Crompton 
Parkinson Ltd., and during the war he was in charge of manufacturing 
works at Chelmsford. 


After the war he became General Manager of the Overseas Division 
of Crompton Parkinson Ltd., responsible for sales and the overseas 
factories, later becoming executive director of the company. In 1959 
he left Crompton Parkinson and joined the Staveley Coal & Iron Co. 
Ltd. group of companies as Managing Director of James Archdale & 
Co. Ltd., of Birmingham and Worcester, and was appointed to the 
Board of Staveley Coal & Iron Co. Ltd. in March of this year. 


Mr. Graham has visited many other countries including the 
U.S.S.R. and China, and has been responsible for negotiating a 
number of large export contracts. He was appointed to the Council 
of the Institute of Export in 1952, becoming Vice-Chairman of the 
Council in 1958, and was elected Chairman for the year 1960-61. 
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Volume and Price Indices for the Second Quarter of 1960 


ALTHOUGH, COMPARED with the previous quarter, there was a 
further increase of nearly 3 per cent. in the volume index of imports 
for the second quarter of this year, the rate of increase was less than 
during the two previous quarters. At 140 (1954=100) the volume 
index for imports now stands at the highest level yet recorded. The 
expansion of United Kingdom exports which, since the beginning 
of 1959 have been increasing, on average, by about 3 per cent. per 
quarter in volume terms, was checked this quarter by a fall in the 
index of rather more than 2 per cent. to 124. 


The smaller increase of nearly 3 per cent. in the volume index of im- 
ports over the first quarter of this year was due in the main to relatively 
small increases in wood and cork imports, metal ores and semi-— 
manufactures and in machinery and vehicles. Compared with the 
same quarter last year, however, the volume index rose by approxi- 
mately 14 per cent. A small part of this increase was due to increased 
imports of food such as meat and cocoa. Imports of some basic 
materials, for example, metal ores, rubber, timber and wood pulp 
also increased but less wool was imported. About 80 per cent. of the 
increase in the index was in manufactured and semi-manufactured 
goods (including a high proportion of goods for further industrial 
processing). The main items contributing to this increase were 
non-ferrous metals, chemicals, iron and steel, paper, textiles and 
vehicles. 


The fall of over 2 per cent. in the volume index for exports for the 


2nd quarter of 1960 as compared with the previous quarter was 
mainly due to a fall in the indices for the metals and textiles groups 
and in petroleum products. Compared with the same period last year, 
however, there was an increase of more than 5 per cent. in the index. 
This was mainly due to higher exports of iron and steel, non-electric 
machinery and chemicals. 


The import price index stood at 99 in the second quarter of this 
year having averaged the 1954 level of 100 during the previous two 
quarters. The decrease relative to the first quarter of the year was 
chiefly due to a fall of 24 per cent. in the index for the food, beverages 
and tobacco class of imports. Although the exports price index for 
the metals group increased by 34 per cent. during the quarter the 
overall export index was not affected. The terms of trade improved 
one point to 89, the same position as a year ago.

The index numbers of volume of United Kingdom external trade 
given in Tables 1 to 4 continue the series of indices calculated in the 


base year 1954, which were introduced in articles in the Board of 


Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, and May 16, 1956. Table 5 
gives quarterly import and export prices and terms of trade indices 
derived from the monthly index numbers which are regularly 
published in the Board of Trade Journal. The method of constructing 
these latter index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 2nd, 1958.

Orders in the Textiles and Clothing Industries 


NET NEW ORDERS received by the textiles and clothing industries 
in June, which included the Whitsun holiday, were, it is estimated, 
8 per cent. less than a year earlier. Taking May and June together 
net new orders were 3 per cent. less. Deliveries were similarly affected 
by holidays but in May and June were 3 per cent. more than a year 
earlier. The volume of orders on hand, which has levelled off over 
the past six months, was maintained.

Production in the Made-up Clothing Industry 


MANUFACTURERS’ sales of made-up clothing in June, seasonally 
low at this time of the year, were 4 per cent. more than a year earlier, 
despite the Whitsun holiday. Taking May and June together output 
was 8 per cent. more than in the same months of 1959. In the first 
six months of this year sales were 8 per cent. more than in the corres- 
ponding period last year, women’s and girls’ tailored outerwear being 
the only sector in which there was no increase. 

In May and June sales of dresses, lingerie and infants’ wear were 
15 per cent. more than in the same months of 1959. Sales of weather- 
proof outerwear were 5 per cent. more, of men’s and boys’ tailored 
outerwear 6 per cent., of women’s and girls’ tailored outerwear 2 per 
cent., and of overalls, men’s shirts and underwear 5 per cent. more. 

The index numbers below, which are of manufacturers’ sales at 
constant prices, have been adjusted for the length of the working 
month, but not for holidays or other seasonal factors.

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Output of the Cotton Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in June was 
5 per cent. less than a year ago, but the Whitsun holiday fell in June 
this year. Taking May and June together output was about the same 
as in the corresponding months of 1959. 

Statistics issued by the Cotton Board, show that while the yardage 
of cloth woven in the industry in the first half of this year was 2 per 
cent. more than in the same months last year output of cotton cloth 
was a little less. Production of single yarn was 2 per cent. more, this 
increase being wholly of man-made fibres and mixtures. During the 
same period output of doubled cotton yarn was 10 per cent. more, 
and of other doubled yarn 18 per cent. more.

Output and Exports of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in June 
was 10 per cent. less than a year earlier, but some of this decrease can 
be attributed to the Whitsun holiday which fell in June this year. 
Taking May and June together output was 3 per cent. less than in 
the same months last year. In the first six months of this year produc- 
tion was 3 per cent. more. 


According to figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics, deliveries of woollen and worsted fabrics (excluding 
blankets) in the first 6 months of 1960 were 3 per cent. more than in 
the same period last year, an increase of 9 per cent. in deliveries 
of worsted fabrics masking a decrease of 3 per cent. in woollen fabrics 
deliveries. Total deliveries of worsted yarn were 9 per cent. more. 
Production of tops during the period was 3 per cent. less than in the 
first six months of 1959 and consumption of raw wool 1 per cent. less. 


The high rate of export of wool manufactures, including tops, in 
the first quarter was not maintained in the second when the value 
of exports fell 14 per cent.; it was nevertheless 4 per cent. more than 
in the second quarter last year. Much of the decrease was due to 
smaller exports of woven fabrics. Although the average export price 
of woven cloth in the second quarter was higher than in previous 
quarters, the value of these fabrics exported was 23 per cent. less 
than in the first quarter, and 8 per cent. less than a year ago. The 
value of exports of woollen yarn was about the same in the second 
quarter as in the previous three months, whilst exports of worsted yarn 
were 20 per cent. less. Compared with the second quarter last year,

however, exports of woollen yarn were 33 per cent. more and of 
worsted yarn 11 per cent. more. Exports of wool tops were again 
high, but less than in the first quarter when they had reached a new 
peak; exports by value were 20 per cent. more and by quantity 6 per 
cent. more than in the second quarter of 1959.

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Retail Sales Buoyant in July 


PROVISIONAL estimates show that retail sales continued at a high 
level in July. Separate figures for individual sectors of trade are not 
yet available but there are indications that sales by clothing and 
footwear shops may not have shown quite so large an increase on a 
year earlier as in recent months, while sales by durable goods shops 
may have recovered a little, at any rate as far as furniture is 

from the decreases in May and June. 


The index of total sales in July, seasonally adjusted, is estimated 
at 112, compared with 111 in both May and June. Taking the three 
months May-July together, the index is 111, as against 110 in the 
preceeding three months, which suggests that the underlying trend 
is still significantly upwards. 


In relation to a year earlier the value of sales in July is estimated to 
have been about 4 per cent. higher, the same increase’ as for the first 
half year. Recent price trends suggest that in the retail trade sector 
higher prices in relation to a year earlier may have accounted for 
about one-third of this increase, leaving the remainder attributable 
to a greater volume of sales. Earlier in the year the estimated volume 
increases were larger, since prices in the first quarter were about 
1 per cent. lower than a year earlier, and in April and May about the 
same; in June prices were about 1 per cent. higher than a year earlier.

Increased Industrial Production in Western Europe 


WESTERN EUROPE’S industrial production increased more than that 
of Russia in the first quarter of this year, according to the United 
Nations current Economic Bulletin for Europe. 


The report, published by the Economic Commission for Europe, 
states: ‘In almost all European countries a vigorous industrial expan- 
sion continued in the early months of this year, accompanied by 
rapid growth of international trade. The deceleration of the rise of 
output foreseen in the 1960 plans of the eastern European countries 
has not, as yet, materialized, though some signs of strain in their 
economies have appeared; and in Western Europe also the increasing 
apprehensions expressed about the narrowing margins for further 
expansion have as yet hardly been substantiated by any actual 
slackening of industrial growth. 


‘However, in most countries throughout the continent, the rise 
of output achieved in the remainder of this year is likely to depend, 
even more than last year, on the growth of productivity, with a 
relatively smaller contribution from rising industrial employment’.

Generating Equipment for Jamaica 


Jamaica Public Service Co. Ltd., have awarded a contract worth 
over a quarter of a million pounds sterling to Associated Electrical 
Industries Export Ltd. The contract is for generating plant for an 
extension to the Hunt’s Bay Power Station, Kingston, Jamaica.

British Firms 
Show at 


Dornbirn Textile Fair 


Prous teen British firms exhibited at the 12th International Export 
and Samples (Textile) Fair which opened at Dornbirn, Austria, on 
August 5 until 14. The fair started in 1949 when a group of textile 
manufacturers and representatives of the cotton, spinning and weaving 
and silk ready-made clothing industry in Vorarlberg, the most 
westerly Austrian province, decided to organize as an annual event a 
fair devoted principally to the textile trade. 


This action in 1949 was an act of faith. Austria was still under 
military occupation by the Four Powers, there were most serious 
shortages of textile raw materials, the traditional markets of the 
Austrian textile industry in Eastern Europe were now cut off behind 
the Iron Curtain, and Austria had to build her exports hopes on free 
Europe and the rest of the world. 


But the organizers had two initial advantages. Firstly that of a 
geographically central position (a line drawn from Vienna to Paris 
and another drawn from Hamburg to Rome cross at Dornbirn) 
which formed a convenient meeting place for buyers and exhibitors 
from Switzerland, Germany, Italy, France, Belgium and Holland. 
Secondly the organizers could count on the support of a powerful 
and old-established industry famous for the quality of certain 
specialized products, and one which depended for its very existence 
on a healthy volume of exports. 


The textile industry in Austria was started more than 150 years 
ago and is concentrated in two regions, that round Vienna and Lower 
Austria in the east and Vorarlberg in the west. Vorarlberg is the most 
westerly province of Austria and has frontiers with Switzerland, 
Germany and Italy. 


The Austrian textile industry is the largest employer of labour in 
the country. Of a total industrial labour force of 562,000, 72,000 are 
employed in the textile trade, though this figure is 11,000 less than 
three years ago. 30 per cent. of Austrian cotton spinning capacity, 
50 per cent. of cotton weaving and 60 per cent. of the total number 
of knitting machines are to be found in Vorarlberg, as well as 100 per 
cent. of the embroidery industry, which employs 1,700 people and 
exports lace and embroidery to a value of {7 million. The region 
specializes in materials for swimming suits, ‘Dirndl’ dresses, ‘Loden’, 
impregnated woollen material from Schunz and Bludenz, ribbons, 
cords, braids, poplin, gaberdine, corduroy, handkerchiefs, bobbin lace, 
perlon and nylon hosiery. 


{£500,000 Invested in Buildings 


Starting from modest beginnings the Fair authorities have now 
created a covered exhibition space of some 30,000 sq. m. and an 
uncovered ground of 17,000 sq. m. £500,000 has been invested 
in buildings and, since the demand for space is continually exceeding 
its availability, further construction is under way. This year there 
were separate exhibition halls for textiles, office machinery, an 
exhibition of local handicraft, furniture and carpets, electrical house- 
hold equipment, ready-made clothing, fashion and knitted goods and 
for textile and other machinery. 


During the Fair there were showings of the 1961 collections of the 
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The British Depa-Crepes stand at the Dornbirn Fair. 


Austrian silk weavers (23 manufacturers), the Viennese corset and 
underwear industry (15 manufacturers), and the Austrian ready-made 
clothing industry, which chose as its theme “Travel and Camping’. 
At the same time there were daily fashion parades in which 35 firms 
and 110 models took part. There was also a series of meetings of 
technicians and specialists at which papers were read. 


The new 1961 collections of the Austrian national textile industry 
included special materials consisting of 60 per cent. wool and 40 per 
cent. “Lenzesa’ synthetic fibre, special summer bags from Salzburg 
which can be washed and even boiled with a new type of fastening, 
new embroideries for blouses, pure woollen materials with a silky 
gloss, specially fine woollen shawls, etc. 


Textile Machinery 


In addition to the exhibition of new materials and fashions, an 
important part of the fair was devoted to textile machinery, in which 
foreign exhibits predominated. One of the novelties was an electronic 
button sewing machine. Last year, manufacturers of machinery 
showed at Milan but not Dornbirn. 


In the textile sector the emphasis was on synthetic fibres. All the 
largest European producers of synthetic fibres and chemicals for the 
textile industry, with the exception of Montecatini, showed their 
wares. Eight German, three Swiss, one Dutch, two Austrian and two 
United Kingdom concerns participated. 


In all 950 firms were showing at Dornbirn, including manufacturers 
from 15 foreign countries; Germany, Switzerland, Italy, France, 
the United States, etc., and the United Kingdom. The British 
exhibitors were: 

Gestetner Ltd., London, G. Sykes, Huddersfield, Hill, 
Thomson & Co. Ltd., Edinburgh, The Irish Mist Liqueur Co. 
Ltd., ‘Tullamore, Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. (Fibres 
Division), Harrogate, Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. (Dye- 
stuffs Division), Manchester, Lastex Yarn & Lactron Thread 
Ltd., London, Lustre Fibre Ltd., Coventry, British Nylon 
Spinners Ltd., London, Rowen, Darleston, British Depa Crepes 
Ltd., Manchester, F. E. Weatherhill Ltd., Hertfordshire, 
Priestman Bros. Ltd., Hull, Black & Decker, Harmondsworth, 
and the International Harvester Co. of Great Britain. 


On the British side there was an outstanding display from the 
Dye-Stuffs and Fibres Divisions of Imperial Chemical Industries, 
who had two stands, respectively 49 and 60 sq. m. The Dye-Stuffs 
Division showed the revolutionary new reactive dye-stuffs for 
cellulosic and other synthetic fibres, and gave a good idea of the 
very important position of the company in this field. The Fibres 
Division displayed terylene alone and in combination with other 
fibres, such as wool, cotton, nylon and also the new product crimplene, 
which is said to have remarkable properties of resistance against 
felting or deformation when washed, even in a machine. Terylene 
has had remarkable successes in Austria where it is used by several 
manufacturers for combination with other fibres.

New Customs Tariff and Quotas for Restricted 
Imports 


A new Finnish Customs Tariff based on the Brussels nomenclature 
was put into effect on June 1, 1960, and the Finnish authorities have 
published a list which shows against the new tariff item numbers 
goods remaining on global quotas or fully restricted. 

The quotas, unaltered except for an increase in Quota 5 (Fish and 
fish products) from 210 million Finnmarks to 255 million Finnmarks, 
and in Quota 7 (Undressed fur skins) from 205 million Finnmarks to 
240 million Finnmarks, were given in the Board of Trade Fournal on 
January 22, 1960. 

As a result of negotiations in Reykjavik, Iceland joined the ‘Helsinki 
Club’ (Multilateral Agreement) on June 16.

Law NO. 212 of the UAR (applying to the Egyptian Region only), 
issued and effective on July 17, 1960, placed all imports of drugs, 
chemical products and medical accessories in the hands of a single 
government body, the Higher Authority for Pharmaceutical Products 
and controlled the wholesale and semi-wholesale trade through a new 
organization called the Public Authority for Trade and Distribution 
of Pharmaceuticals. The law authorized the Minister of Supply to 
seize all existing stocks and the premises used by importers, agents 
and distributors. Compensation for the businesses and stocks taken 
over is limited by Article 9 of the law to the actual cost of the com- 
modities and expenses involved in importation plus a maximum of 
6 per cent. profit. 


Law No. 213 of the UAR (applying to the Egyptian Region only), 
issued and effective on July 17, 1960, cancelled all licences granted to 
private companies for packing and trading in tea. (Imports are 
already reserved to the General Interior Trade Company). New 
licences are to be issued only to companies attached to the Economic 
Development Organization and to co-operatives, the Minister of 
Supply to decide the allocation. The majority of the present packing 
factories are to be merged into co-operatives and the owners will be 
compensated on the basis of their profits estimated by the Taxation 
Department in 1959.

Assessment of Customs Duty on Roller Bearings 


Unper Public Notice 653 Tariff Ruling No. 32, of 1960, issued by 
the Collector of Customs, Bombay, it has been decided that roller 
bearings not exceeding 2 ins. bore diameter should be assessed to 
duty under item 71 (b) of the Indian Customs Tariff (i.e. hardware 
and ironmongery, n.o.s., at 50 per cent. ad valorem), unless they are 
specially designed for use in motor vehicles, in which case they would 
be assessable under item 75 (11) (v) ibid, at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
These bearings are also assessable at the ‘machinery’ rate as indicated 
in paragraph three below. 


Bearings for use with shafts not exceeding 2 ins. diameter should 
only be admitted to the machinery rate if they are specially designed 
for use with machinery operated by power other than manual or animal 
and if bearings of such special designs are not suitable for use with 
motor vehicles and the like. Such bearings would qualify for assess- 
ment at the machinery rate under item 72 (3) of the Indian Customs 
Tariff, i.e. certain specified parts of machinery, at 10 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

The Central Board has ruled inter alia that tapered roller bearings 
of all brands are assessable: 

(a) as parts of motor vehicles under item 75 (11) (v) i.e. at 50 per cent. 

ad valorem, if of size less than 34 in. bore and 

(b) if of a size of 3} in. or more: 

(i) under item 75 (11) (v), when known to be for use on heavy motor 


ve : 
(ii) otherwise under item 72 (3) i.e. at 10 per cent. ad valorem. 


On reconsideration the Government of India have decided that 
such tapered roller bearings of bore diameter exceeding 2 ins. would 
be assessable under item 75 (11) (v) only if they are specially designed 
for use in motor vehicles and item 72 (3) if the condition laid down in 
that item is satisfied. The Board’s ruling referred to above should be 
deemed to have been modified accordingly. 


Relief from Duty for Incomplete Sets of 
Imported Machinery 


EARLIER this year the Government of India decided to consider 
bona fide cases for suitable relief in Customs duty on incomplete sets 
of imported machinery. 


Under the Indian Customs Tariff, plant and machinery in general 
are assessable at a low statutory rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem. Where, 
however, the articles imported as parts of machinery do not constitute 
a whole piece of machinery, they cannot be assessed as such and have 
of necessity to be assessed individually on merits under the appropriate 
items of the Tariff. Under this mode of assessment, some of the articles 
fail to qualify for assessment at the machinery rate and have to pay 
duty at higher rates. 


In order to encourage manufacture of machinery and other capital 
in the country, Government have, of late, been permitting 
import not of complete machinery/plant but only of such portions and 
parts thereof as cannot be manufactured locally. It is not, however, 
the intention of the Government that such incomplete sets of machin- 
ery should be deprived of the benefit of the machinery rate merely 
because the entire machinery is not being imported from abroad in the 
interest of the indigenous industries. The Government of India have 
now decided to consider hard cases of this kind in order to grant suit- 
able relief in Customs duty. 


Importers are therefore advised that if they have a bona fide case 
for concessional assessment on the grounds mentioned above, they 
may make an application well in advance of the importation of the 
goods, to the Central Board of Revenue through the Development 
Wing of the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, New Delhi, for 
necessary relief furnishing full data to prove that the imported portion 





, The use of an alphabetical sequence as an easy reference 
| has been found impracticable in the compilation of the 
Tariff Customs and Import Regulations of Overseas 
Countries.

It has been decided that in addition to the documents already 
specified, importers who are applying for a quota fixation should fur- 
nish Bank memos.

Dock Strike at Liverpool/Manchester — Extension in the Period 

of Validity of Import Licences 

Indian Public Notice No. 97-1.T.C.(P.N.)/60 — It has been brought 
to the notice of the Government of India that cases of delays in ship- 
ment have occurred owing to the dock strike at Liverpool from 
June 21, 1960, and to the one-day strike at Manchester. 

The matter has been considered and it has been decided that all 
import licences expiring on June 30, 1960, shipments against which 
were to be effected from Liverpool and Manchester but which could 
not be effected due to the dock strike, will automatically be extended 
to cover shipments from these Ports up to July 31, 1960. 

No formal revalidation of the licences would be necessary. The 
Customs authorities will allow clearance of goods against the import 
licences provided the importers produce a certificate from their 
foreign suppliers/shippers to the effect that the goods in question 


. would have been shipped during the period of original validity of the 


licences but for the strike at Liverpool and Manchester. 

No fresh Letters of Credit will be allowed to be opened during this 
period of extension in the validity of licences but Letters of Credit 
which have already been opened against these licences and have 
expired during this period can be renewed or extended.

THE BOARD OF TRADE has received a copy of the British Solomon 

Islands new Customs Regulation and Rules. Section 15 of the 
Regulation, quoted in full below, gives details of a new 

method of assessing value for duty purposes, 

“15 — (1) For the purpose of any enactment for the time being in force 
whereunder a duty of customs is chargeable on goods by 
reference to their value — 

(a) in the case of imported goods the value for the purpose of 
assessing duty ad valorem shall be taken to be the domestic 
value, as defined in the next succeeding paragraph hereof, 
together with any commission charge in excess of five per- 
centum, the cost of packing and packages for export, and 
carriage to the place of shipment but not including dock and 
pert charges and storage costs incidental to placing the goods 
on board ship for exportation to the Protectorate; 

(b) for the purposes of this section ‘domestic value,’ in respect 
of goods imported into the Protectorate, shall be the market 
price at which at the time of exportation such or similar 

are offered for sale, for consumption in the country 
rom which the goods are exported, to all purchasers in the 
usual wholesale quantities in the ordinary course of trade in 
the principal markets of such country, including the costs of 
es ordinarily used in those markets, but not including 

excise duties payable in that country: 

Provided where the actual purchase price of any goods in 
the country from which the goods are exported exceeds ‘the 
domestic value’ as hereinbefore defined then such actual 
purchase price shall be deemed to be the domestic value of 
the goods in question. 

(2) In converting the domestic value, as defined in the preceding 
sub-section, and any other charges costs or amounts to be taken 
into account in determining value in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this section, from any foreign currency into the legal 
currency of the Protectorate the rate of exchange shall be such 
rate as may be notified from time to time, in respect of any such 
foreign currency, by the Collector by public notice. 

(3) In the case of exported goods the value for the purpose of 
assessing duty ad valorem shall be determined in the manner 
from time to time prescribed.’

UNITED STATES 


Quota on Rye and Rye Products 
REFERENCE was made in the Board of Trade Journal of August 21, 
1959, (pages 134 and 135) to a Presidential Proclamation dated 
August 4, 1959, concerning the importation into the United States 
of rye, rye flour and rye meal. 

The Department of the Treasury have now ruled in Treasury 
Decision 55173, published on July 14, that during the 12 month 
period beginning July 1, 1960, a total of 143,606,079 pounds of rye, 
rye flour, and rye meal may be entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption, of which not more than 11,575 
pounds may be in the form of rye flour or rye meal. 

Of the total quantity which may be entered, or withdrawn, for 
consumption during the year beginning July 1, 1960, not more than 
140,733,957 pounds may be the product of Canada and not more than 
2,872,122 pounds may be the product of other foreign countries.

New Legislation 
THE PRESIDENT of the United States has recently approved a 
number of Public Laws concerning sugar, scrap, coconut meat, 
softwood barrelheads, labelling of articles for household use and the 
use of colour additives. 
Public Law 86-592, approved July 6, extends until March 31, 1961, 
the powers given to the Secretary of Agriculture under the Sugar Act 
of 1948 to establish or revise import quotas for sugar, and also extends 
until September 30, 1961, the various duties and taxes under 
the Internal Revenue Code. The law also provides that the President 
should determine the amount of the import quota of sugar allocated 
to Cuba for the balance of 1960 and the first three months of 1961 
and that any deficit resulting from a reduction in the Cuban allocation 
should be from existing quota countries in specified pro- 
portions. President has since issued a proclamation limiting the 
Cuban sugar quota and delegating his powers of re-allocation to the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Public Law 86-606, approved July 7, continues until June 30, 1961, 
the suspension of import duty on metal scrap. A notice about the 
previous suspension of duty was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 11, 1959 (page 308). 

The suspension of import duties and taxes does not apply to lead 
scrap, lead alloy scrap, antimonial lead scrap, scrap battery lead or 
plates, zinc scrap, or zinc alloy scrap, or to any form of tungsten scrap, 

en carbide scrap, or tungsten alloy scrap; or to articles of lead, 
alloy, antimonial lead, zinc, or zinc alloy, or to articles of tungsten, 
tungsten carbide, or tungsten alloy, imported for remanufacture by 
melting. The suspension also does not apply to non-ferrous materials 
and articles in pig, ingot, or billet form which have passed through a 
smelting process and which can be commercially used without re- 
manufacture. This Act does not affect in any way the separate regula- 
tions governing the excise tax on copper-bearing ores and concentrates 
and articles containing copper. 

This Act also subdivides paragraph 758 of the Tariff Act by adding 
the following new subparagraph: ‘(b) Coconut meat, fresh or frozen, 
and shredded or grated, or similarly prepared, unsweetened or sweet- 
ened with sugar not to exceed 10 per centum by weight, 1. cents 
per pound.’ This article was previously dutiable under paragraph 
1558 at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem. The amendment became 
effective on August 7. 

This Act also amends paragraph 1805 of the free list of the Tariff 
Act by adding to the commodifies in this paragraph ‘tight barrel- 
heads of softwood.’ This paragraph now reads: ‘Para. 1805. Pickets, 
palings, hoops, staves of wood of all kinds and tight barrelheads of 
softwood.’ This amendment became effective on August 7. 

Public Law 86-613, which was approved and became effective on 
July 12, regulates the interstate distribution and sale of packages of 
hazardous substances intended or suitable for household use. The Act 
defines hazardous substances and requires that all such packages shall 
be labelled in a i manner. The primary purpose of the Act 
is to establish standards of labelling for such common household 
products as polishes, bleaches, detergents, cleaners, etc., containing 
poisonous or dangerous substances that may have hitherto lacked 
adequate warning labels and adequate identification of the dangerous 
substances. The Act does not apply to economic poisons subject to 
the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, nor to foods, 
drugs and cosmetics subject to the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics 
Act. It repeals the Federal Caustic Poison Act except for items defined 
by that Act as ‘dangerous caustic or corrosive substances,’ which are 
subject to the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics Act and are not 
included within the term ‘hazardous substances’ as defined by the 
new Act. This repeal becomes effective at the end of January 1961. 


Public Law 86-618 also approved and effective on July 12, amends 
the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics Act, to authorize the use of 
suitable colour additives in or on foods, drugs and cosmetics in 
accordance with regulations prescribing the conditions, including 
maximum tolerances, under which such additives may be safely used. 
It replaces the previous provisions of law relating to coal-tar colours 
and other colour additives, but it continues transitional provisions 
for commercially established colours. A notice about the use of coal- 
tar colours in lipsticks was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
of July 1, 1960 (page 48).

H.M. EMBAsSsSy at Asuncion report the publication of Paraguayan 
Government Decree No. 11431 of July 19, 1960, and an amending 
Decree No. 11630 of July 29, 1960, dealing with the prohibition of 
the importation of low quality textiles. (Preliminary notification of 
Decree 11431 was given in the Board of Trade Journal for August 12, 
1960.) Details of the Decrees are as follows: 


Decree 11431: 


Article 1. Prohibits the importation of low quality textiles made of 
cotton, rayon, mixtures or otherwise which are cleared through the Customs 
under Paragraphs Nos. 929 to 932, 1080 and 1081 of the Customs Tariff 
of prices lower than (United States $0-28). Twenty eight cents of an 
American dollar per meter, (United States $0:25). Twenty five cents of an 
American dollar per yard, F.O.B. country of origin. 


Article 2. Independently of the established minimum prices there are 
also included in this prohibition the following types of textiles classified in 
law No. 667 of the Customs Tariff, Paragraph 929 a and b; Paragraph 930 
a, b and c; Paragraph 931 a and b (up to 30 threads, inclusive, in one square 
of 5 m.m.); Paragraph 932 a and b. 

Exceptions to this prohibition are embroidered textiles and those textiles 

which have already been covered by Regulations XXV of the Tariff. 
_ Article 3. In order to improve the fiscalization of prices the importation 
is prohibited of the linen textiles which are taxed under Paragraphs Nos. 
1014 to 1016 the prices of which are lower than 95 pennies per yard or its 
equivalent in other currencies, value F,O.B. country of origin. 

Article 4. The established minimum prices in the present decree will 
be applicable to the imports which are cleared through the Customs as from 
the date of this decree. 

_ The part of this decree which applies to technical specifications will come 
into effect three months from this date. 

Article 5. The industrial concerns of the country wil! adopt the necessary 
measures to ensure that their production will meet the needs of internal 
consumption.

One of the problems to be faced when advertising overseas is the considerable fluctuation in 
demand from individual countries. Long-established markets may suddenly apply import 
restrictions, while others develop rapidly from an agricultural economy. 

Since the last war these changes have been frequent, often unexpected and, for those manu- 
facturers relying on advertisements in local trade papers published abroad, a double loss.
